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OPPONENTS OFFER SOLUTION 
Religious School Rift Compromise 
Believed in Works in Indianapolis 


INDIANAPOLIS (JP)—A compromise solution to the problem 
created by the new School for Reform Judaism, which is affiliated 
with the American Council for Jaudism, seemed to be in the making} 
here this week, 

The board of the Jewish Education Association voted Sunday 
after prolonged and heated discussion to permit the use of its 
premises by the new school providing it had the “right of supervision 
and inspection of any activity or education program carried on 
within the building.” 

It seemed likely that the new group would accept the offer. 
Their principal supporter, William Schloss, indicated that there 
would be no difficulty between his group and the board of the JEA 
over what was to be taught the children. He said his group reserved 
complete right to contro] the curriculum, 

APPEARS BEFORE BOARD 

Schloss appeared before the board together with Ernest R. Lee, 
another prime mover, who has been elected chairman of the school.’ 
When the matter of the story of Jesus in one of the text books the 
new school planned for use by their teachers was brought up, Schloss 
states frankly that this was a mistake. He said that the parts of 
the book (JP, Jan. 21, 1954) which were not objectionable could be 
mimeographed if necessary, but he offered the afterthought that the 
pook might be dropped from the curriculum altogether. He asserted 
that at no time was it intended that the book be used by others than 
the teachers. ° 

The compromise resolution was presented by Bernard Stroyman, 
who had been the most vigorous opponent of the use of the new 
JEA premises by the new school. 

He told the board that he had come to the conclusion that for 
the sake of the community and the JEA, he had reached the conclu- 
sion that the new school be permitted to use the school premises, if 
agreement could be reached on certain safeguards. The Jewish 
Welfare Federation, which had been asked by the JEA for its views, 
had recommended that the school permit use of its facilities, 

NOT CONSIDERED ENDORSEMENT 

The letter which was to be addressed to the organizers of the 
new school by the board of the JEA declared that “entering into this 
lease arrangement ... does not constitute and is not to be consid- 
ered acceptance, approval or endorsement of the organization or 
maintenance of the School for Reform Judaism .. .” 

The letter declared that there was no intention by the board “to 
dictate the type of material your group’s school is to employ or the 
kind of educational program it is to conduct. Rather it is the aim 
of the JEA only to preclude the carrying on of an educational pro- 
gram within its building which could fairly be construed as being 
not only in violation of the purpose for which the JEA was organ- 
ized, in that it would be contrary to the generally accepted standards 
of Jewish education, but also offensive to the rest of the Jewish 
community or segments thereof.” 





It added tHat “a willful breach of this condition would result in 
the automatic termination of the leasing arrangement in question.” 

The heated session of the meeting of the JEA board was high- 
light@d by the reading of a decision by the board of the Indianapolis 
Hebrew Congregation urging the JEA to grant the use of its building 
facilities.to the new school. The members of the new school are all 
members of the Indianapolis Hebrew School, but voted to form their 
own schoo] in protest against the nationalistic teachings of the IHC 
Religius School.

NEW YORK ‘(JP)—-When such headlines as “Rift 
Widens in Muslim Brotherhood” and “Arabs Talk of 
Unity but again fail to act” reach the newspaper 
reading public, the silken curtain of the Near East 
parts a trifle, and the reporter goes in search of what 
is really behind it. 

“Arab unity” is about as valid as “Holy Roman 
Empire,” which, as every schoolchild knows, was 
neither holy, nor Roman, nor an empire. Not many, 
however, are aware of the deep-Set antagonisms be- 
tween Shiite and Sunnite, Kurd and Arab, Bedouin 
and fellah. When the voice of the Arab League is 
sent out from a meeting in Amman or Cairo, does 
it represent the three million Copts of Egypt, or the 
highly articulate Maronite Christians of Lebanon? 

In an article entitled “Arabs and Arabism—Fact 
or Fiction” Chore-Bishop Louis Khalil of Lebanon 
discusses in the “evant” published in New York City, 
the common denominator of Arabism, Rejecting the 
possibilities of race, language, and geography as the 
unifying factors, Khalil concludes that it is “religion 
and nothing else.”

“Blindness can be prevented, perhaps even cured” is the belief of a Jewish girl, herself blind, who 


is executive director of the National Council to Combat Blindness, 
Mildred Weissenfeld was only six years of age when she lost

As director of the Council, whose work is aimed at fighting and eventually ridding the earth of 


this malady, Miss Weissenfeld 
takes pride in the fact that her 
group has been able to spread 
their efforts to Israel.

' grant to the government hospital 
at Haifa, and has brought a 
young Israeli doctor to the United 
States to study under the coun- 
cil’s scholarship at the University 
of Iowa.

In public school Irwin has 
been placed in a special class. He 
tries hard, but is just beginning 
the second grade reader. It has 
taken the Steinbergs a long time 
to accept the idea that Irwin will 
probably always be slow. They 

are thankful, though, that the de- 
gree of slowness is not extreme, and that he is con- 
sidered borderline rather than mentally defective or 
feebleminded. 


Now the question has come up about Irwin’s Jew- 
ish education. It is obvious that he cannot adjust

to the regular Hebrew school program. Shall the 
Steinbergs give up all ideas of Jewish training for 
Irwin? 

The slow learning child certainly needs all that 
can be given him as preparation for the responsi- 
bilities of adulthood. Like any other individual, he 
has social, emotional, and spiritual needs. Even if we 
can never expect of him more than a simple adjust- 
ment as an adult, he has a right to a simple, yet 
fully Jewish, membership in the community. 

THERE IS MUCH of Jewish education that he 
can acquire even with limited intellectual ability, 
and to that he is entitled. Learning to read Hebrew 


smechanically may actually be easier for him than 


reading English, for Hebrew is completely phonetic 
and the learning process is less complex. He can be 
prepared for a simple Bar Mitzvah or confirmation, 
though it will require longer drill. He can partici- 
pate in Jewish services, practice Jewish ceremonials, 
enjoy Jewish holidays, feel that he is like other Jew- 
ish boys. 

How is he to obtain his Jewish education? His 
parents will need to do a good deal of the teaching. 


He may need a private teacher or tutor—one who is 
unusually patient and understanding and will spend 
much time on extra drill for even the simplests sub- 
jects. - 


THERE SHOULD BE a special class for those like 
him in the Hebrew school, a class kept small in size 
and realistic in goals. It can be done, as shown by 
at least one such class which is conducted at the 
Rabbi Jacob David school in New York City. Among 
their 400 some pupils there are about 15 who attend 
ungraded classes in public school. “These children 
were organized into small, special, and closely 
watched groups. The class work is geared to the 
levels of these children and we do find them enjoying 
reading Hebrew and doing fine in the general 
studies.” 


Rabbi S. Nulman, th principal, is justifiably proud 
of this accomplishment of his Hebrew school. There 
is a similar need in every sizable Jewish community. 
The backward Jewish child, despite his limited ca- 
pacity, should not be forgotten or forsaken by his 
Jewish community.

COUNCIL FOR JUDAISM ADHERENTS 
UNAWARE OF THEMSELVES AS JEWS 


By HELEN COHEN 

COULD be that those who, like the Council for Judaism, are so 
Ti eapcesd to Israel and loud in their insistence that the Jews of 
America have no ties whatever to that state, are Jews who are 
unaware of themselves as Jews. 

They try to make a case for Jews having 
only the tie of religion. Sixty years ago in his 
Jewish State, Herzl insisted the Jews were “one 
people.” Twenty-five years ago Reconstruction- 
jsm arose in the premise that, up until the pres- 
ent, Judaism has been a fully developed civiliza- 
tion of its own, with all the factors that make 
up a civilization—a common language, culture, 
packground, practices and religion. Just recently 
an anthropological study, under the guidance of ‘ 
the noted anthropologist Margaret Mead, was WELEN COHEN 
made of the now defunct Jewish communities of 
Eastern Europe (from which most of us stemg). That study, pub- 
lished in the volume “Life is With People,” clearly confirms both 
Herzl and the Reconstructionists by its findings: that the people 
whom it analyzed were not Poles of Jewish faith or Austrians of 
Jewish faith and so forth, but actually formed a single living culture 
of their own, with their own way of life. 

So whom is the Council kidding? 

Of course that leaves us with the problem, which I leave for 
greater minds to solve, of whether Jews can now survive in the 
U.S. only as a “pure” religion without Jewish culture. 

BUT WHAT OF the Council’s antipathy to Israel? Well, it may 
be the carrying to an unnatural extreme the tendency of Jews in 
general to bend over backward to be good Americans. The Council 
seems unwilling to lift its eyes beyond these shores, to show any 
feeling for anything or place outside of the country. At least, not 
Israel. 

Such thoughts don’t seem to be troubling non-Jews. 

In the January 18 Newsweek we find a letter written by George 
Buik, who lists himself as president of poet Robert Burns Society 
of Chicago. He brags: 

“Burns has been translated into many languages, so we Scots 
should be gratified that still another country has chosen to become 
better informed on the works of our national bard .. .”

LLIOT Cohen has done such an excel- 

lent job as editor of Commentary 

that we are inclined to be lenient with his 

views that a Jewish paper which is not 

subsidized by the community can’t be a 
“free paper.”

Affair luncheon of the Newark Y of the 
Jewish Community Center of Essex Coun- 
ty, Elliot criticized privately owned Anglo- 
Jewish papers because they “do not sell 


education. They sell advertising or cir- 
culation.” 

This is a novel view, and almost a 
queer one. 


Commentary is supported *y the 
American Jewish Committee. Its losses are 
substantial but unimportant. But without 
the Committee’s support there could be no 
Commentary. 

This is unfortunate, but factual. The 
question then resolves itself into whether 
it is better to have a supported publi- 
cation or no publication at all, and in view 
of the obvious calibre and beneficient. in- 
fluence of Commentary, the answer is 
also obvious. By all means, Commentary 
must be continued. 

But to compare such a situation with 
an independent press is really the height 
of something or other. Most certainly 
privately supported publications are de- 
pendent on their advertising and circul- 


ation for support, but this may be a heal- 


thy situation, not one to be compared un- 
favorably with that in which Commentary 
finds itself. ; 

Subscribers and advertisers can by 
their action easily affect publications, but 
not their editorial content. Because sub- 
scribers by their support uphold or re- 
ject comment, lest its failure to do so 
cause it to lose subscriptions. And in the 
same way it is concerned with protecting 
its reputation for honesty. 

It is possible that what Mr. Cohen 
meant was that there are abuses in the 
Anglo-Jewish press. There is one recent 
experience where the publisher of an 
Anglo-Jewish paper permitted the execu- 
tive of the federation to write his editorial 
and front page news story for him in a 
community controversy, and all this an- 
onymously. But this kind of depravity 
is rare, and Mr. Cohen insults a number 
of first rate Anglo-Jewish’ publications by 
his remarks. 

On at least two occasions, the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee has been forced 
to apolozige for the editorial content of 
Commentary. This was an inevitable sit- 
uation, in view of the relationship of Com- 
mentary to the Committee. 

But in a free press, ony the readers 
can force a paper to apologize, not the sup- 
porters. 


Merely A Coincidence 


S shrewd as was the propaganda of 
the Zionist in the days when they 
were fighting to win the American Jewish 
community to its viewpoint, there was one 
bet they overlooked.

If any readers believe these girls were 
so designing as to have done this deliber- 
ately, we think they judge the girls too 
harshly. 

It must have been merely a coincidence 
that almost ninety per cent of the girls 
found themselves all of a sudden back in 
the United States with husbands.

Were he, or anyone else, to pro- 
pound such views in the name of 
American Zionists, he would be guilty of gross mis- 
representation. 

Dr. I. N. Steinberg still maintains that Jews ought 
to be settled in another territory than Palestine and 
that they should be given cultural autonomy and a 
certain amount of economic autonomy, but no state 
power. He has an organization to propagate his 
views, called Freeland League, That is his right. 
And so has Mr. Grossman a right to found a Major- 
ity-of-the-Jews-to-Palestine League. But what has it 
got to do with the present Zionist Organization?
